-~Auditora of public companies have recently 
tecelved a very sharp lesson in English Coarts, 
One of them was found Hable by Justice 
Vaughan Williams to pay jointly and severally 
with certain directors the sums of /'s,946 and 
48,476, belng the whole dividends of two years: 


ofa bank whose accounts he had audited hoi 
had failed to disclose to. the sharchotders that 


profits did not warrant the dividends, ‘which 
thersfore came Gut of capttal. The Conrt of 
Appeal (Lords-Justices Ltodley, Lopes, and 
Rigby) reached th ma: conclusion regards. 
the latter sam, but with some difficulty selleved 
the auditor of Lablitty for the former. The bank 
was the ‘London and General Bank (Limited), | 
founded !g 1882, and making loans and otherwlie 
asaist'ng the Balfour group of companies, Tha 
balance-sheet for the year 1891 disclosed asa, 
good essct, -‘ Loans to customers and other 
securities, £346,975," and the auditor's firm 
reported to the directors—""We cannot conclude 
without expressing our oplaion anhesltatiogly 
(hat no dividend should be paid’ this year ;" but 
the only note of warning to. the shareholders 
was the somewhat colourless observation that 
" the value of the assets as shown in the balance. 
sheet is depindent upon realisation.” . The 
auditor was present and silent at the meeting 
of sharcholders when his report to the directors 
was not disclosed, and a dividend of 7 per cent, 
amounting to £8,486, was declared, and it was 
afterwards pald. The Court, however, thought 
that though the postition of the bank. in the 
previons year (1890) was, to the knowledge of 
(he auditor, bh unsatisfactory, Tmatters were 
nat koown or belleved to be sc bad as to lead 
to the concluston that there were no profits out 
of.which a dividend could properly be pald, and 
they accordingly relieved the acditor of Itabltity 
for £5946. the dividend of the year 1890.
